cuenrelent, and mourne to thinke how poorely, I 
dare not ſay vnworthily ic is preſecuted. lt being erue 
that now after fine yeeres inteſtine warre with the 
revengefull implacable Indians, a firme peace(not a- 
gaine ealily to be broken) hath bin lately concluded, 
nor onely with the nighbour, and bordering Indi- 
dians, as on Pataomecke, Topahanah, and otherRi- 
uers, but cuen with that ſubrill old reuengefull Pow- 
batar and all the people vnder his ſubieCtion, for all 
whom Powhatan himſelfe ſtands firmely ingaged, by 
which meanes weſhall not onely be furniſhed with 
what commodities their countrie yeeldeth, and haue 
all the heJpes they may afforde vs in our indeuours(as 
they are eaſily taught, and may by lenitie and faire v- 
{age,as Sir Thomas Dale now principall commander, 
there,and moſt worthy the honour he houlds,is well 
experienced in their diſpoſitions, and accordingly 
makes vie of them)be brought, being naturally 
though ingenious, yet idlely giug,to be ne lefſe indu- 
ſtrious, nay to exceede our Engliſh, eſpecially theſe 
which we hitherto and as yet are furniſhed with,who 
for the moft part no more ſenſible then beaſts, would 
zather ftarue inidlenefſe (witneſſe their former pro- 
ceedings )then feaſt in labour, did not the law com-. 
pell chem thereunto,, but alſo which will be meſt for 
our benefit, our owne men may without hazard, I 
might ſay with ſecurity (by ſelfe-expericnee) follow

ThoughI coniecture and affure my ſelfe that yee 
cannot be ignorant by what meanes this{peace hath 
bin thus happily both for our proceedings and the 
welfare of the Naturals concluded,yet for che honour 
of Caprain Argo! whoſe indeuous inthe action inti. 
ruled him woſt worthy, iudgeitno whit impertiner 
in my diſcourſe toinſertthem, which w thas much 
breuity as ] maygnort omitting the circumſtancesmoſt 
pertinent and materiall, I ſhall indeuour, 

The general letters ypon my knowledge, direted 
and ſent tothe honourable Virginia Councell, being 
molt of them (though my ſelte moſt ynworthy) by ' 
me penned, haue intimated, how that the everworthy 
gentlemi Capt, Argafin the heate of our home furies 
& diſagreements by his beſt experience of thediſpoſi, 
tio of thoſe people,partly by gentle viage& partly by 
the compotition & mixture ofthrears hath eucr kept 
faire & friendly quarter with our neighbours borde. 
ring onother riuers of affinity,yea conſanguinity,no 
lefle neere then brothers to Fowhatan,ſluch is his well 
knowne temper and diſcretion, yeatothis paſſe hath 
he brought then, that they afluredly truſt ypon whar 
he promiſeth, andare as carefull in performing their 
mutuall promiſes,as though they contended to make 
that Maxim, that there is no faith to be held with 
Infidels, a meere and abſurd Paradox :Nay as I haue 
heard himſelfe relate, who is fide dignns, they haue e- 
ven bin penſiue and diſcontented with themſclues, be- 
cauſe they knew not howto doe him ſome accepta- 
ble good turne, which might not onely pleaſure him, 
but cuen be profitable ro our whole Collonie, and 
Plantation,yea ever affuring himthat when thetimes 
ſhould preſent occafion,they weuld rake hold of her 
forelecke, and be the inſtruments to worke him con- 
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tent, and euen thus they proued themſclues as honeſt 
performers, as liberal! promiless, It chaunced Pow- 
va:ans delight and dailing, his daughter Pocahnrtas, 
(whoſe fame hath even bin ſpred in England by the 
title of Noyparella of Virgina) in her princely pro- 
greſſe,if1 may ſo terme it,tooke ſomepleaſure(in the 
abſcnce of CaptainceArgall(to be among her friends 
at Pataomecke(as it ſcemeth by the relation I had)im- 
ploied thither,as ſhopkeepers to a Faze, to exchange 
ſome of herfathers commodities for theirs, where re- 
fiding ſome three months or longer, it fortuned vp- 
en occaſion either of promile or profit, {Captaine Ar- 
all to arriue there, whom Pocahwntas, defirous to 
renue hir familiaritic withthe Engliſh, and delight- 
ing to ſeethem,as vaknowne, fearefull perhaps to be 
ſurpriſed, would gladly vifit,as the did, of whom no 
ſooner had Captaine Argall intelligence, bur he delr 
with an old friend, and adopted bother of his lapa- 
zers, how and by what mcanes he might procure hir 
captiue,aſluring him,thatnow or neuer, was the time 
to pleaſure him, if he entended indeede that loue 
which he had made prof:{;on of, that in ranſome of 
hir he mightredeeme ſome of our Engliſh men and: 
armes,now inthe poi. fhion of her Father, promiſing 
ro vie her withall faire, and gentle entreary : [aptnens 
w2il afſured rhar lis brother, as he p:emiied would 
vic her ;currcouſly promiſed his beſt indevours 
and ſecreiic tro accompliſh his defire, and thus 
wroughtit, making his wife an inftrument( which 
ſex haue euerbin moſt powerfull in beguiling intice- 
ments)to effe his plot which hee had thus laid, 
he agreed that himſelfe, his wife, and Pocahnntas, 
would accompanie his brother to the water 
fide, whether come, lus wiic ſhould faine a great 
and longing defire to goe aboorde, and re the 
Qhippe, which being there three os toure times, be-

fore ſhe had never ſeenc, 2nd ſhould bee carneft 
with her husband to permic her : he. feemed angry 
with her,making as he pretended ſo vanec:flary a rice 
quelt,cſpecially being without the company of wo- 
men, which deniall the raking vnkindely, muſt faine 
to weepe,{as who knows notthat women Can Come 
inand teares) whereupon her husband ſeeming to 
pitty thole coupterteit teares, gaue herleaue to goo 
aboord, ſo that it would plcale Pochahunras to ace 
company her: now was the greateſt Jabourto win 
her,guilcy perhaps of her fathers wrongs,though not 
knowne as ſhe ſuppoſed to goe with her, yet by her 
earneſt perſwaſons,the aJented:ſo forchwith aboord 
they wean, the beit cheere that could be mace was 
ſcalonably prouided, ro {upper they went, merry 
on all hands,elpecially Tapazezs and his wife, who to 
expres their ioy, would ere be treading vps Capt, Ar. 
gals foot,as who ih-1:1d ſay tis don, [he is your own, 
Supper ended, Pochamtas was lodged in the Gun- 
ners roome, hut ſapazens and his wite deſired to haue 
ſomie conference with th: ir brother, which was one« 
ly ro acquaint him by what licaragem they had be- 
traied his priſoner, as haue already related : after 
which diſcourteto fleepe they went, Pochakuntas 
nothing miſtruſting this policy, who neuertkeles be. 
ing moſt poll: ſled with icare, and defire of returne, 
was firſt vp, and hattencd /-pazexs io be gon, Capts 
Argallhauing ſecretly well rewarded him, with a 
ſmall Copp:r kettle, and ſom :4tncr ies vaiuable roics 
ſo higbly by him efteemiea,taar goubtleſie he would 
haue betraied his owne fathertor them , permit. 
ted both him and his wife to returne, but told him, 
that for diuers conlideratioas, as forthat his father 
had then cigh of our Engliſh men,many ſwords,pee._ 
ces,and othcr tooles, which he had at ſeueral! times 
by txcchexons murderipg our men,taken from them,

though ofno victo him, he would not redeliuer, he 
would reſerue Pocahuntas, whereat ſhe began tobef 
exceeding penſue, and diſcontented, yet ignorant © 
the dealing of /apazens,who in outward appearance 
was noles ditcontented that he ſhould be the meanes 
of her captivity, mucha doe there was to perſwade 
her to be patient, which with extraordinary curteous 
vſagegby littleand little was wro ught in her, and ſo 
to [amestowne ſhe was brought,a meſſenger to her 
father forthwith diſpached to aduerriſe him,that his 
only daughter was in the hands & peſlefiion of the 
Engliſh-ther to be kept til ſuch tinze as hewould raqn- 
ſom her with eur men,ſwords,peeces, & other tools 
treacherouſly taken fromys : the news was vnwel - 
come, and rroublc{om vato him, partly for the loue 
he bare to his daughter, and partly for the louc he 
bare to our men hispriſoners, of whom though with 
vs they were vnapt forany imploymenc ). he made 
greatvie: and thoſe ſwords, and pecces of ours, 
(which though ofnovſe to him) it delighted himto 
view,and looke vpon. 

He could not without long aduiſe & delibertion 
with his Councell, reſolue vpen any thing, and it is 
true, we heard nothing of him till three moneths afs 
rer,by perſwaſions of others he returned vs ſeauen of 
our men, with each ofchem a Musket vnſeruiceable, 
and by them ſent vsword, that whenſocuer wee 
pleaſed to deliver his daughtcr,he would giue vs in 
ſatisfaftion of his iniuries Uone to vs, and for the 
reſt oſour peeces broken and ſtelne from him, 
500 Buſhells of Corne; and be for ever friends with 
vs,the men, and Peeces M part of payment we recei- 
ued : andreturned him anſwere, that his daughter 
was very well, and kindely intreated, and ſoſhould 
be howſoener he dealt with vs : but we could not be. 
leeue that the reſt of our Arms were either loſt, or 
tolne fromhim, and therefore till he returned them 


211, we would notby any meanecs deliuer his daugh- 
| ter 
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ter, andthen it ſhould be at his choice, whether te 
would eſtabliſh peace, or continueenemies with ys, 
This anſwere as it ſcemed,pleaſed him nor very wel, 
for we heard no more from him till in March laſt, 
when with Captaine Arga/ls Shippe, and ſome othcr 
Vecſſells belonging ro the Colony, gir Thomas Dale 
with an hundied and fifty men well 2ppointed, went 
vp into his @wne River, where his chiefeft babirari- 
ons were,and carried with vs his daughter, either to 
moue themto fight for her, if ſuch were their cou- 
rage and boldnelle,,as hath been reported, or to re- 
tore the reſidue of our demands, which were cur 
peeces, ſwords,tooles.Some of the ſame men which 
he returned(asthey promiſed Jranto him again, and 
becauſc he had put vs tothe trouble rg fetch them 
fiue hundred buthels of Corne : Agreat brauado all 
the way as we went vp the River they made, demaun- 
ding thc cauſe of our comming thither, which wee 
tould them was to deliuer Pocahuntas, whom pur. 
poſcly we had bruught withvs, and ro receiue our 
Armes, men,&corn,orelſe to fight with them, burn 
their howſles.take away their Canoas, breake downe 
their fiſhing Weares, and doe,them what other da- 
mages we could: Some of them to ſeta good face on 
the matter, replicd, that if wee came: tofight with 
them? we were welcome, for they were prouided for: 
vs,councelling vs ratherto retire (if wee loued our 
ſafetics ) then proceed, bragging,as well they might, 
that wee had euer had- the worft of them in 
that Riuer,inſtancing by Capt: Razlizfe(nort worthy 
remembring, but ro his diſhonor) who, with moſt of 
his company they betrayed and murthcred: wetold 
them fince they durſt remember vs of that miſchief, 
valeſle they madethe better and more ſpeedy agree- 
ment,we weuld now reuenge that trechery,and with 
this diſcourſe by the way as we went, we proceeded,

2nd had ao ſooner entred the narrow of theriuer,the 
channell there lying within ſhot ofthe ſhoare, buc 
they ler their arrowes flie amovgtt vs in the ſhippe, 
- theruſelues vnſeene to vs, andin the forehead hurc 
one of our men, wiici might haue hazarded kis 
life without the preſcathelpe of a skilfall Chitur- 
SON, 

Being thus iuftly provoked, we preſently manned 
our boates, went allzoaic, and burncd in that verie 
place lome foriy houſes, and of the things we tound 
therein, made freeboote and pillage, and as them- 
{clucs afterward confeſt vnto vs,hurt and killed five 
or fixe of their mev, with this reuenge fausfying our 
ſelues, forthat their preſumption in{hooting at vs, 
' and fo the nxt day proceeded higher vp theRiucr, 
the Indians calling vato vs,and demaunding why we 
wenta ſhoare, burnt their houſes, killed and hurt 
tneirmen, and tooke away their goods, We repiied 
that though we cameto them in peaceable manner, 
and would haue beene glad to haue reccined our de- 
maunds with loueand peace, yet we had hcartsand 
power to take reuenge, and puniſh where wrongs 
thold be offered, which hauing now don,though not 
ſo {eucrely as we might, we reſted content therewith 
and arc ready to imbrace peace wirh them if they 
piczicd, Many excuſes they ſecm<d to pretend, that 
tney ſhot nor af vs, but (if any ſuch abuſe were offe-+ 
red) it was ſome {tragied Indian,ignorant of our pre- 
rence in comming to themgaffirming that they them- 
ſclues would be right g!ad of our loue,and would in- 
deauour to hclpe vs to what we came for, which be- 
ing in the poſſeſſion of Powhatan their King,: they 
would without dclay diſpatch meſſengers to him, to 
know his purpoſe and plc alure, deſiring faire quarter 
ſome 24 howers,for ſo long they pretended it would 
be before ticir meflepgers might returne:; this wee 

graun- 
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graunted,and what we promiſed, we eucr exactly per- 
formed, the time now come, we inquired what Pow- 
hatan would doe,and had for anſwere, that our En. 
gliſhmen lately with him, fearcfull to be put to death 
by vs, werc runne away,and ſome of Powhstans men 
ſent abroade in queſt of them, bur our {ſwords and 
peeces ſo'many as he had ſhould be brought the next 
day,which-meerely todelaytimegthey barevs in hand 
the next day they came not, higher vp the river we 
went,and ancored neere vito the chiefelt reſidencie 
Powhatan had, at a towne called cMatchcot where 
were aſſembled (which we ſaw) about qoo men, well 
appointed with their bowes and arrowes to welcome 
ys,here they dared vs rocome aſhoare,athing which 
we purpoſed before, ſya ſhoare we went, our beſt 
landing being vp a nigh ſeepe hill which might have 
giuen the enemy much aduantage againſtys, but it 
ſcemed they as we were vnwilling to begin, and yer 
would gladly haue bin at blowes, being landed as if 
they had no ſhew of feare, they; ſtirred netfrom vs, 
bur walked vp and downe, by and amongſt vs, the 
beſt of them inquiring for our Weroance or king, 
with whom they would gladly conſult ro know the 
occaſien of our comming thither,wherof when they 
were informed, _y made anſwere that they were 
rhere ready to defend themſelucs, if wepleaſed to aſ- 
ſaultthem, deſiring neuertheleſſe ſome ſmall time co 
diſpatch two orthree men once more to their king, 
to know his reſolution, whichif not anſwerable to 
our requeſts, in the morning ifnothing elſe but blood 
would then ſatisfie vs, they would fight withvs, and 
thercby determine our quarrel], which was but a fur- 
ther delay to procure time to carrie away their pro. 
uifions, neuercheleſſe we agreed tothis their requeſt, 
aſluring them till the next day by noone we would 
not moleſt,hurt, nor detaine:any of them, andthen 
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before we fought, our Drum and Trumpets ſhould ' 


ine them warning:vpon which promiſc of ours,two 
of Powhatans {onnes being very defirous to ſee their 
ffter who was there preſent alhore with vs, came vn- 
to vs,at the (1g ht of » hom, and her well fare, whom 
they ſuſpected to be worle intreated,though they had 
often hard the contrary, they much rejoyced, and 
promiſed .hat they would vadoubred]y perſwade 


their father co redeeme her, and to conclude a firme © 


peace toreuer with vs, and vpon this reſojution the 
two brothers with vs retired aboarde, we hauing firft 
diſpatched rwv Engiiih men, Maiſter Iohn Rolfe and 
lter Sparkes ro acquaint their Father with the bu- 
fipeſlc in hand, the next day being kindly: intreated, 
ehayrerured not at all adminred Powhatans pre- 
c, but ſpake with his brother Apachamo, his ſuc- 
ce{for,one who hach already the commaund of all the 


peoptie, wholikewiſe promiſed vs his beſt indeauors - 


to furcherouriuſt requeſts, and webecaule the time 
of the yeere being then Aprill, called vs to our buſi- 


neſſe at home co prepare ground, and ſet corne for-' 


our winters prouifion, vpon theſe termes departed, 
giuing them reſpite till harneſt roreſolue what was: 
beR tor them to doe, with this Prouiſo, thar if finall 


agreement were nor mace betwixt vs before that - 


time, we wou:d rhithcr returne againe and defiroy 
and take away all their corae, burne all the houſes 
ypon that river, leaue not afiſhing Weere Randing, 
nor a ( 4e4in ary cieeke therabour, and deſtroy and 
kill as many of them. as we coul *, | 
Long before-tH is time a geatleman of approned 
b. hauiour and honeſt cariage,maiſter Iohn Re{fe had 
bin in loue with Pocahuntas and the with him, which 
thing at the inſtant thac we were in parlee with them, 
my ſ{elfe made known ro Sir Thomas Dat: by a letter 
 frem him,whereby he intreated his aduiſe ad fur» 


t 


therance. - 
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cherance in hisloue,if ſo it ſeemed fit to him for the 
good of the Flancation, and Pocahnntas her ſelfe, ac- 
quainied her brethren therewith : which reſolucion 
SirThomas Date wel approuing,was the onely cauſc: 
hee was ſo milde amongſt them, who otherwiſe 
would not hauc departed. their riuer without other 
conditions. 

The bruice of this pretended marriage came ſoone 
to Powhatans knowledge,a thing acceptable to him, 
as appearcd by his ſudden conſent thereunto, who 
ſome tcn daics after icnt an olde vncle of hirs, named 
Opachiſcs,to giue her as his deputy in- the Church, 
and cwo othis tonnesto {ce the mariage ſolcmnized» 
which was accordingly done about the fift of Aprill, 
and cuerfſince we hauchad friendly commerce and 
trade, not oneiy with Powhatan himſclfe, bur alſo 
with his ſubiects round about vs; ſoasnowl ſee no 
reaſon why the Collunieſhould notthriue a pace, 

Belides this loue by this meanes with Powhatan 
conclaced, it will be worth my paines to tunouer our 
fricadiinip with our next neighbours, the Chicohomi- 


nes lateiy confirmed, alutiic and daring people, who 


hauclong time liucd tree from Powhatans ſubieHion, 
hauing lawcsand gouecrnors within themſelues: theſe 
people hearing of our concluded peace with Powha- 


£47, as the noiſe thereof was ſoone brured abroade, 
ſent two oftheir men vnto vs, and two fat Bucks for 


preſent ty our king(for ſo Sir Thomas Dale is genes» 
rally reputedand termed amongſtthem) and offered 
themiſclues and ſernice vnro him, alleadging that al- 


beirtin former times they had bin our enemies, and 


wetheirs,yet they would now if we pleaſed become 
Nat onely ourtruftic friends, bureuenKing TI AMES 
his ſubieRts and rribucarics, and relinquiſh their old 
name of Chicohominies,and iake ypon them, as they 


call ys thename of Toſſanteſſa,and becauſe they hvE 
: | GG; 
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no principall commander or Fereance, they would 
intreate Sir Thomas Dale as King IAMES his de- 
| putic co betheir ſupreame head, King and gouernor, 
and in all iufſt caſes and quarrels-to detend them, as 
they would be ready at all times to aide him, onely 
their defire was to inioy theirowne lawes and liber- 
tics, and becauſe himſelfe, by reaſon of his many o- 
cher implozments, beſide the charge he hath of his 
'owne people, may not be alwaies preſent among? 
them, to be gouerned as formerly by cight of the el- 
ders and principall men amongſt them, as his ſubſti- 
tures and councellers, and cuen this was the ſumme 
andeffc& of their embaſlie, Sir Thomas Da/rappoin- 
reda day to ſend ſome men into their riucr, to pro- 
pole certaine conditions ynto them, whereunto if 
they aſſented he would gladly accept of their proffe- 
red friendſhip, and be hiniſelfe their Feroance : and. 
with this anſwere offering them copper for their. 
veniſon, which they refuſed to take, diſmiſſed them. 
Whenthe appointed day came, Sir Thomas Dale 
himſelfc and Captaine Argall with go men in a barge 
and frigot, well appointed, leaſt any trecheric might 
be intended, ſet forward to Chicohominie, an arme of 
our riuer ſome ſeauen miles from IamesT own, where 
we found the _ according topromile expeRting 
our comming,aſſembled and met together,who after 
thcir beſt and moſt friendly rd vs welcome, 
and becauſe our bufineſſe at home would permit vs 
but ſmall time of ſtay with them, they preſently ſent 
fortheir principal men,ſome of whom were then ab- 
ſent,which haſtned ynto vs,& thenext morning very 
_ aſſembled, and ſat in counſell about this buſt- 
neſle, Captaine Arga!l (ſupplying Sur Thomas Dales 
place amongſt chem, who though there preſent for 
{ome reſpects,conccaled himſelfe, and kept aboarde 
his barge) after long diſcourſe of their former pro- 


ceedings 
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ceedings, Captaine Argalltould them, that now ſince 
they had inrreated peace and promiſed theirloucand 
friendſhip, hee was ſent vnto them from the great 
W#*roance toconcluderthe ſame, all former iniurics on 
both ſides, ſer apart and forgotten, which he would 
doe vpon theſe conditions. 

Firſt thatthey ſhould rake ypon them,as they pro- 
miſed,the name of Tafſantaſſes orEngliſh men,and be 
KingI AME S his ſubies, and be foreuer honeſt, 
faicbtull and cruſtie vato his deputie in- their coun= 
tris, | 
Secondly, that they ſhould neuer kill any of our 
men or cattell, bur if cither our men or cattle ſhould 
offend them or runne to them, they fhould bring 
them home again, and ſhould recciue fatisfaCtion for 
the treſpaſſe done them, 

.. Thirdly, they ſhould at all rimes be ready and wil 
ling rofurniſh ys withthree or foure. hundred bow-= 
mc to aide vs.againft the Spaniards, whole name is 
odious amongh them, for Powharars father was dris 
ven by them (from 'th&weſt-/ndies into thoſe parts, 
or againſt any. other -[»dians. which ſhould, contrary 
to the cftabliſhed peace offer vs any iniurie. 

Fourthly, they ſhall notypon any occaſion what= 
ſocuer breake downe any of ourpales, or comeinto 
any of our Townes-or forts by any other waies, iſſues 
or ports then ordinary, buc firſt call,andfay the T oſ= 
fanteſſas are there; ' and ſocomming they ſhall at all 
times be let in,and kindely entertained, 

Fifthly, ſo many fighting men as they haue which 
may beat theleaſt fiue hundred ſhould yeerely bring 
into our ftore houſe,at the beginning of cheir baruelt 
two buſhels of corne a:man, as tribute: o6 their obe- 
dienceto his Maieſftie, :and ro; his depury there, for 
which theyſhould recciue ſo many Iron Tomahawkes 
or {mall hatchets, Nc | 

C3 Laſtly, 
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Laſtly, the eight chicfe-men which gouerne as 
ſubſtitures and Councellers vader Sir 7 bomas Dale, 
(ball at all cimes ſee cheſe Articles and conditions du- .. 
ly pertormed for which they ſhall receiue a red coa 
cr livery from our Ki':p yeere;y,and each of them 
th: picture of hus Maietty,ingrauen iu Copper,wi h a 
chaine of Copper to hang it about his necke, whe: b 
they (hall be knowneto be. King IAMES his noble 
Men : ſo as if theſe condition3,or any of them be bro- 
kea,the offenders themic!ues ſhall not oneiy be pu- 
niſt.ed, but alſo thoſe Coy. maundets, becauſe t cy 
Nand ingaged tor them, 
After theſe Articles were thus propoſed, the whole 
aſſembly afſenting thercunto, anſwered with a great 
ſhont,and noiſe,that they wouldreadily and willing. 
ly performe them all end immediatcly began the 
chiefe of the eight ro makean orationco the reſt, bene 
ding kis ſpeech ficſt tothe old men,then to the yong 
men, and in concluſion co the women and children, 


giuing them thereby to vnderſtand the ſumme of the 
' propoſed conditions : and how-ftriftly they were to 


oblcrue them : in conſideration whereof, he- further 
declared what wee hauc promiſed to doe for them, 
not onely ro defend and keepe them from. the fury & 
danger of Powhatan, which thing they moſt feared, 


-bur even from all other enemies, domeſticke, or for- 


raignc,and that we would ycerely by trade furniſh 
them with Copper,Beades, Hatchets, and many other 


neceſlaries, yea, which liked them beft,that we would 
permit them to enioy their owne liberties, freedoms, 
andlawes,and to be goucrnedas formerly,by cighe 


of cheir .chicfeſt men, | 

It ſhall not be vnneceffarie to inſert the occafion 
(as we imngine) of this their much defired,vnexpec. 
ted friendſhip,which was queſtionleſſe ſome ſodaine 


fearc of Powhaters diſpleaſure, being yniced with vs, 


now 
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now ableto reuenge their diſobedience done vnto 
him: for you muſt imagine, thefe people preſuming: 
ypontheir owne ſtrength and number (in noone 
place in thofeparts, which we know, ſo many togea- 
ther ) tohauc a long time negl&ted Powhatan, and 
refuſed, (which the place hath ;been formerly accu- 
tomed ,and as his right may chalienge rhe homage 
and duty of ſubieQs, which they. ought to haue per- 
formed: to which obedience, fearing our power 
might compell them, they choſe rather to ſubiect 
themſclues to vs, then being enemies to baih,to ex- 
poſe & lay themfelues open to Powhat.eri tiranny, & 
oppreſſion : for this they did chicfely infilt vpoF, that 
he was an il|Feroaxles,tull of cruelty, and winſtice, 
couetous of thofe thiags they had,and implacable if 
they denyed him wharfocuer he demaunded, andf..r 
theſc reaſons, defired to be made one people with 
vs, to curbe the pride and ambition of Powhatan, 
from whom to def-tfid them (they touid vs it would 
be no breach of peace on our parts fince nowthey 
wereno longer Chicohomimes, or Natzralls,of that 
placc,but Toſſanteſſars, and King IAME S his 1ub= 
jects, whom we arc bomi:d to defend, 

So ſonne as there was an end of ſpeaking, andthe - 
peace hrmely concluded,and affented vnco,Captaine 
Argall by the guift of e1ghr great peeces of Copper, 
and cightgr-at Towahawkes,bound the eight great 
n.e' , or Councellors tothe exact performance, and - 
keeping oftt.e ſame, according to the conditions 
proclaimed, which they very glavly and thankefully - 
acc-pted, andreturned him, as reſtimonies of their 
loucs,/eniſen,Turkies, Freſhfiſh, baskets, Mats, and 
ſuch like things as they were then furnithed with, 
ar'd fo the Councell brooke vp. andtl-en every man 
brought to ſell co our men Skinnes, boules, mars baſ-_ 
hers tobacco, fc, and became as familiar amongſt 
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vs,as ifthey had been Engliſh men iudeede, 
Thus haucT brizfely as the matrer would permit, 
difcourſed our cBabliſhed friendſhip with the Nate. 
- ralls, and the occafions thereof, which I hope will 
continue ſolong betweene vs,ti!l they ſhall haue the 
vnderftanding toacknowledge how much they are 
bound to God for ſending vs among them (then 
which) what worke wouldbe more acceptable to 
God,morc honourable to our King and country? 
The greareſt,and many enemies: and diſturbers of 
ourprocecdings, and that which hath hitherco de- 
terd our people ro addrefſe theinſelues into thoſe 
parts, haue been onely two; emnity with the Nats- 
ralls,and the bruir of famine : one of theſe two (and 
that indeede, which was ſome cauſe of the other) I 
- hauc already remoued, and ſhall as-cafily take awa 
the other : howbeit it were too great folly (T might 
{ay timpudency ,in me) roauer that there hath raig- 
. nedno ſuch inſeCtion in the Colony, occaſioned, 
meerly by miſgouernment, idlenefle,and fattion,and 
chicfely by the abſence ofthe euer wortky Com- 
maunders, Sir Themas Gates, and Sir George Sum- 
mers by the prauidence ot God, miraculouſly wrat 
and ſaucd ypon the hopefull Swwer Iſlands, fince my 
ſelfe cannot but witneſſe-( of which Thad ſome taſt) 
in what a miſerable condition, we found the Colo- 
ny at our ariuall there,from the Bermudas, not living 
aboue threeſcore p:rions therein, and thoſe ſcarce a- 
bleto goe alone,of welnigh fix hundred, nor full cen 
moneths before: yet now Idare and will boldly af. 
firme to the greateſt aduerſary of the Plantation, that 
(hall averthe contrary, that there is that plenty of 
foode, which euery man by his owne induſtry may 
eally,8& doth procure that the pooreft there,i& moſt 
in want,hath not bin ſo much pinched with hnnger 
this 4 yeersthat if he would take any pains,he knew 
not 
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not wherto fetch a good meales meate: andtrueir 
is,that cuery day by the prouidence, and bleſſing ef 
God,and their owne induſtry, they haue more plen-= 
ty then ather,thercaſon hereoſis athand, for former- 
ly, when our people were fedde out of the common 
foreand laboured iointly in the manuring of the 
ground,and planting corne, glad was that mar that 
could {lippe from his labour, nay the moſt honeſt of 
themin a generail bufinefſe, would not rake ſs much - 
faithfull and true paines, in a weekc, as now he will 
doe in a day,veither cared they for theincreaſe, pre- 
ſuming thar howfocuer their harveſt proſpered, the 
general} [tore mult maintain them, by which meanes 


- we reaped not {'v much corne from the labours of 


30 mea, as three men haue done for themſclues : to 
preuent Which miſchicfe heerafter Sir Thomas Dale 
hath taken ancw courſe, throughout the whole Co- 
lony, by which meanes,the generallftore (appar- 
rell onely excepted) ſhall nor be charged with any 
thing : and this it is, he hath allotted co every man in 
the Colony, three Engliſh Acres of cleere Corne 

round, which euery man is to mature and tend, be- 


' ing inthe nature of Farmers, ( the Bermuds vnder- 


takers enely excepted) and they arenor called vntes_ 
any ſcruice orlabor belonging ro the Colony ,more 
then one moneth in the yeere, which ſhall neither be 
In ſcede time, orin Harucſt, for which,Cocing no 0+ 
ther duty tothe Colony, they areycerly topay into 
the tore two barrells and a halfe of Corne: there to 
be reſerued to keep new men,which ſhall be ſent o- 
uer, the firſt yecre aftertheir arrivall: and euen by 
this meanes I dare ſay,our tore will be bountitully | 
furniſhed,to maintain three or foure hundred men, 
whenſocuer they (ſhall be ſent thither to vs,that mo= 
ny which hitherto hath bin disburſcd, to prquide 2 


rwelucmoneths- yicualls, if there were but now

Concerning the vidertaking of the Bermnda Cir- 
ty, a bulineſfe of greateſt hope , 'euer begurine in our 
Territories there, their Partcnt, which I purpoſe 1n 
this Treatiſe to inſert, doth apparantly demonſt ate, 
vpon what termes and conditions they voluntarily 
have vndertaken that imployment, how forward 
that buſineſie is, in nis due place ſhall bee exprefled, 
onely give me leave with as much breuity as I may, 
Icaft any man ſhonld divert his minde, and be feare+ 
fullco aduenturc his perſon thither, for feare of fa- 
mine and penury,to amplifiea httlethe plenty there 
for ifit be-truc, as moſt ecrtaine it is, that thoſe 
whom T haue deſcribed vnder the ti:le of Farmers; 
can pay into our Store, two barrels and a halfe of 
Corne yeerely, and others whojabour cleauen-mo- 
neths in the generalj buſinefle of the Colony, ana 
bur one to prouide themſ-lues viRtualls, why ſhonld 
any man (ithe be induſtrious) miftruſt ſtarving?if 0- 
therwiſe,forany part, and Ithinkeall char are inga- 
ged in the Action, and ynderftand the bufinefle, ac- 
cord with me — would not wiſh his com- 
pany there: nay they ſhall much wrong themſclues;, 
and the Actin, ifthey doenot withfland ſuch, and 
deny them paſſage: for eventhey and none elſe have - 
been the occafions of the manifould impurations, & 
diſeraces,whtich Yirginiahath-innocently vndergon, 
through their defaults ; T would therefore by theſe 
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relations not onely encourage honeſt and induftri. 
ous: buralſo deterre all lafie, impotent, andill livers 
from addreſſing themfeues thither, as being a Coun. 
try t09 worthy for them, and altogeather diſconſo- 
nant to their natures, which muſt either brooke 1a- 
bour or hazard,and vndergoe much diſpleaſure, pu- 
niſhment,and penury,if they eſcape a thing which 
few idlers haue don, the ſcuruy diſ.aſe, with which 
few, ornone once infected, haue recoucred. 

. To proceed therefore in my incouragement to 
paincfull people, ſuch as cither throngh crollesin 
this world, or wract rents, or elſe greac charge of 
children and family liuc heer, and that not without 
much care and iweat, into extreame pouerty: for 
thoſe this Countrey- hath preſent remedy : Eucrie 
ſuch perſon, ſo wel! diſpoſcd to aduentnre thither, 
ſhal ſoon find the difference berween their own,and 
that Country, The ataires inthe Colony, being {o 
well ordered, and the hardelt raskes already ouer- 
paſt,that whoſocuer (now,or heerafter ) ſha!l happi- 
ly arriue there, ſhall findc a hanſome howſe of ſome 
foure roomes ot more, if he hauc a family, to repoſe 
himſelfc in rent freee,and twelue/Engliſh Acres of 
ground, aJioyning thereunto, very ſtrongly impai. | 
led, which groundis onely allotted ynto him for 
Roots, Gardaine hearbs, and Corne : ncither ſhall hee 
need toprouide him{elte, as were wont thefirſt plan= 
ters}, ofaycers prouifion of victualls, forthat the 
ſtore there will bee, able to affoord him, 8 vpen theſe 
conditions he ſhall be enterpained; He ſhall haue for 
himſclfe & family, a tent'1 3 months prouiſion 
deliuered vnto him, in which time itmuſt bee his 
carc toprouide for himſelfe and family eucr after,as 
thoſe already there, to this end he ſhall be futniſhed 
with neceſſary tovles of all ſorts, andfor his better 


ſubſiſtance he ſhall haue Poulrry, and ſwine, and if

Now, leaſt any man ſhould yet reft diſcouraged 
becauſe as yer no mention. is made of any other pro» 
uvifion of viAualls, ſaue onely. of bread- corne, whik 
graunt, it may with labour be competently procu- 
1cd,will affoord but a bare, and miſerableliuing, I 
thinke there is no man ſo jgnorant to conceiue, that 
ſuch a mais continent as 15 Virginia, boundlefle, for 
ought we haue diſcoucred,and fo goodly Rivers,no. 
where elſe to be parralled, ſhould be more barraine 
of Cartell, Fiſh, and Foule, then other Lands, aſſured- 
Iy they are not: fortrue it is, thacthe Land isftored 
withplenty and variety of wildc beaſts, Lions,Bears, 
Deere of all ſorrs,(onely differing from ours in their 
increaſc,hauing vſuall, three or ftoure Fawnes at a 
time, none that haue ſecn or heard off ynder two : 
the reaſcn whereof ſom of our people aſcribe ro the 
yertue of ſome graſle or hearb which they cate, be- 
cauſe our Goats often times bring foorth three, and 
moſt of them ewo : for my part] rather impure their 
fecundiryto the proudence of God, who for cuery 
mouth prouideh meate, andif this increaſe were not, 
the- Naturalls would afluredly Qarue:' f. r of the 
Deere (they kill as doe wee Bee!es 19 Ergland)allthe 
yeerlong,neither ſparing yo2g nor 9Ide, no not the 
Doesreadictofawne,, nor the yong fawnes, if bur 
ewo daies ould }Peaners, Otters, Foxes, Raconnes, 
almoſt as big as a Fox,as goodineat as a[amb,hares, 
wild Cats, muike rats, Squirillsflyiog, and other of 
throe or foute ſorts, Apoſſumes, of the bignelſe and 
likeneſſ® of aPigge, of a moneth ould, a beaſt of as 
firange as incredible nature, ſhe hath commonly ſea» 
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ven yong ones, ſometimes more: and ſometimes lefle . 
which at her pleaſurerill they be a-moneth olde or 
more ſhe taketh vpinto her belly,and putteth farth a- 
gaine without hurt to her ſelfe or them, | - | : 

Of cach of theſe bcaſks, the Lion excepted, my : 
ſelfe haue many times eaten, and carr teſtifie that 
they are not onely taſtefull, butalſo wholeſome and- 
nouriſhing foode,

foure houres together flocked in the aire, ſo thicke 
that euen they haue ſhaddowed the $kie from vs) 
Twrckie Buſſards, Parttidge, Suipes, Owles, Swans, 
Geeſe, Brants, Ducke and Mallard, Droeis, Shel Drakes 
Cormorants,Teale, Widgeon,Curlewes, Puits, behhdes 
other ſmall birds,as Blacke-birde, hedge ſparrowes, 
Oxeies, wood peckers,and in winter aboutChtiſtmas 
many flockes of Parakertoths, 

For fiſh the Riuersare pleatifiully Rored, with Stur- 
Lion Porpaſſe, Baſe, Rock fiſh,( arpe. Shad, Herring, Ele, 
Catfiſh, Perch. Flat-fiſh, [route,Sheepts-head, Drums 
mers, Tarfiſh,Creniſes,Crabbes, Oifters and diverſe 0- 
ther kindes, of all which my ſelfe haue ſcene great 
quantity taken, eſpecially. rhe laſt ſummer-at Smiths 
Iſlard,at on: hale,afrigots lading of Sturgion, Baſe 
and other great fiſh in Captaine Argals Sauic :and e- 
uen at that very place which is not aboue fifteene 
miles from Pomnteomfort, if we had beene furniſhed 
with falr,to haue ſauedit, wee might have taken as 
much fiſh as would hays ſerued vs that whole yeere, 

Nor are theſe-prouicion-of bread, fleſh and filh, 
al we haue for ſuſtentation of mans life, beho{d more 
change and variety of toode, which our ſoile and cli- 
mate affordeth, Carrats, Parſneps, Tarneps, RaddyÞ,

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Pa#tzpions{ofthe welt Indic kindein great abundance, 
of cone ſecede 1» hauc teen an hunerech, much berter 
then ours and laſting allche'yeere) Cabbadge, Parſley, 
all manner of porhearbsand other heatbcs, Aarge-. 
rn; Time, witter-Sauory, Lettice Purſtaine, &c, and 
betiaes the naturall graine ofthatCovntry,as wheate 
peaſe and beanes, it 1d. me much good to view our 
Ergl;th wheate how forward it was,tull eard, of one 
grainefortic eares ormore,. a {pan long, andonely 
wanting'ripening in mid ſune.our Englifh peaſe then 
ripe, and beanes very forward, and Engliſh barly ve- 
ry hopefull, ſuch as mine etes never beheld better in 
England :And it that ſoile bring forth theſe things(as 
can thoſe-which haue- bin there with me affirme and 
witnefle Jas plentitullatd ynchangeable for taſte and 
quantity as England orany other country, why ſhold 
any man that hath his limbes, in a peaceable ſtate as 
is thar, ſo much as dreame of Raruing ? 

.To goe vertalitele further, I my ſeite know no one 
Country yeelding without art or induftry (o manie 
fruices, ſurc Iam England doth:wilde grapes in abun- 
dancealthe woods ouer,their iuice {weete and plea- 
ſamwEin taſte, ſome of them wee haue replanted in a 
vineyard adioyning to Herrico,the quantity of three 
or faureAkers which were this yeere very plentifully 
laden, to what perfection they will come,the next re- 
turne will aduertiſe ; Cherries little inferior to ours, 
which if replanted may prooue as much better as 
now theyare worſe Piſſmienplams in bygnes and fa- 
ſhion like a Hedlar of aſlipticke quality, other ſorts 
of plummes like to our wheat plums, and in goodnes 
anſwerable- greatfields and woods abounding with 
Strawbrries much fairerand more {ſwecte then ours,

why ſhould not we as doc the naturals, cloath our 
lelugs 
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ſelues therewith; it is no worle chen our fore-fathers 
- have worne before ys, 'and ſuch as will fauc vs from 
the colec in winter, and heatc in ſurnmer : þur admit 
thegerwere no skinres or being there, our people 
diſdaine to weate them, Jf there be any man that 
hath-beene ſo il an busband. here "that he cann or 
furniſh jthimiclfe , with a yeeres-prouifion of appar- 
rell;- if I might counſell he ſhould not be ſuffered to 
goe thither, . for that country is not for him, as 
or others who can proujde apparrell for the firſt 
yeere, Iholde him a worſe husband then the former, 
that (hall at any tjme after be worſe cloathed then he 
went ouer;the valuable commoditic of Tobacco of 

ſuch eſteemeinEngland (ifthere were nothing elſe) 

_ whicheuery man may plant, and witnthe leaft part 
of his labour, tend and care will returne him both 
cloathes: and: 'ether. neceſlarics. For the goodneſle 
whereof,anſwerable to weft. Indie Trinidado or Cra- 
45(admit there hath no ſuch binreturned)let no man 
doubr. Into the diſcourſe wherof,fince Iam obuiouſly 
entred, Imay not forget rhe gentleman, worthieof 
much<commendations, which firft rooke the pains to 
to make triallthercof, his name M* lohn Rolfe, Auno 
Domins 1612. partly for the lone he hath along time 
borne vnto it, and partly to raiſe commodity to the 
aduenturers, in whoſe behalfe I witnefſe and vouch- 
ſafe tohelde my teflimony in beleefe, that during 
the time of his aboade there, which draweth ncere 
vpon fixe yeeres,no man hath labourcd to his power, 
by goed cxamplethere and worthy incouragement 
into England by bis letters,then he hath done, witnes 
his mariage with Powhatans daughter, one of rude ec. 
ducation,,tranners barbarousand curſed generation, 
meerely for the good and honour of the Plantation : 
And leaftany man ſhould conceiue that ſome finifter 
reſpe&ts allured him hereunto, Ihaue made bold con- 
trary 
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trary to his knowledgein the end of my treatiſe to 
iuſert the true coppie of his letter, written ro Sir Tho- 
mas Dale to acquaint him with his proceedings, and 
purpoſe therein, the rather to giue teſtimony to the , 
miſconſtruing andill cenſuring multitude of his in- 
ecgritie,inthe vndertakinga-matter of ſo greata cone 
ſequent,who in my hearing haue nor ſpared to ſpeak 
theirpleaſures; his owne letter hits them home, and 
the Detter fort, who know to cenſure iudiciouſly can- 
not but highly commend and approue ſo worthy an 
vndertaking. | 
Thus farre I haue applied my ſelfe to incourage 
perſonall Aduenturers: I would gladly now by wor- 
thy motiues,allure the heauie vndertakers to perfil 
with alacritic and cheerefulneſle, both for their owne 
reputations, thehonour of God, and their King and 
Country. The worthier ſort, J meane thoſe Nobles 
and others of that honourable counſell incerefſed 
therein, neede no ſpurre, their owne. innate vertues 
driues them a pace, The Merchant onely wants ſome 
fceling and.preſeht returne of thoſe commodities. 
which heis perſwaded the country affordeth:to them 
therefore I will addrefſe my ſpeech, andif1 may per- 
{wade thcm to be conſtant in their proceedings ſome 
ſmall rime longer, the benefit will be the greater and 
the more welcome when it commeth, | 
It is not for nothing Sir Thomas. Dale, ſo noblie 
without.reſpero his liuing,to his Lady herein Eng. 
Jand,paſt the prefixed time of hisreſolued returnegyet 
remaiaeth there ; Iam ſure if he pleaſed he might re- 
turne with as much honour as any man from thence, 
I ſay not more. 
I ſhalllittle neede, and indeede it were but waft 
and Idle forme to repeate and mention the com» 


modities, which with onely labour. may bee there 


procured : many Treatiſes hath them at full, Sam- 
ples 
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ples have beene ſent home, and no man difputeth e he 


goognes,or the oo there to be had-:take there- 
tore double courage tb your ſclues,and let theſe two 
yceresnegleR be reftored by a cheerefull and new 
onſer,and for yenr incouragement reade yeta little 
fureher,and view the face of the Colony, cuen ſuper- 
ficially portraide : ſee what effefts theſe three yecres 
hauc wrought, : 

In May 1611 Sir Thomas Dale, with a proſpe= 
rous paſſage, not full cight weekes arriued there, 
with him about three hundred people, ſuch as for che 
preſent ſpeede,and diſpatch could tnen be prouided, 
ef worſe condition then thoſe formerly tierce, who[I 
ſorrow to ſpeake it, were not ſo prouident, though 
once before bitten with hunger and pennury, as to 
put carne into the gound for their winters bread, but 
truftedtothe ſtore, then furniſhed but with eight 
months prouifis, His firſt care therfore was toimplo 

al hands abut ſr:ting of Corne at the two Ferts, ſca- 
red yporyKeronghtan, Henry and Charles, whereby 
the ſeaſpn then not fully paſt, thogh'about the end;of 
;We had there anindifferent Crop of good corn. 
This bufineflc raken order for, and the care and 
truſt ofit committed to his vnder officers, to [awes 
Towne he haſtened, where the moſt company were, 
and their daily and vſuall workes, bowling in the 
Rreetes,theſe heimployed about neceſſary workes, as 
felling of Timber,repairing their houſes ready to fall 
vpan cheir heads,and prouiding pales, poſtsand railes 
to impzile his pu-poſed new Towne, which by reaſon 
of his ignorancein thoſe parts, but newly arriued 
there, he had not reſolues whereto: ſeate. For his. 
bertcr knowledge therefore of thoſe parts, him- 
ſelfe with an hundreth men, ſpent ſome time in 
diſcouery, firſt Narſamand Rmer, which in diſpight 
ef che Indians,thea our enemies, he diſcoucred jo wn 
ea 
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head, after that, eur owne Riuer, tothe fals, where. 
ypon a high land inuigoned with the mayn Riuer,ſom 
ſixteene or twentic ile from the head of the Fals, 
neere ro an Indian Towne called Arſabartocke,he re- 
ſolued toplant his new Towne,and ſo did, whereof it; 
his due place I ſhall make a briefe relation, 

It was no meanetroublerto him,to reduce his pea- 
ple,fo timely to good order,being of ſoil a condition 
as may well witneſle his ſeuere' and ftrit imprinted 
booke of Articles, then needeful}. with all ſeucrity 
and extremity to be executed, now much mitigated, 
for more deſerued death in theſe daies, then do now 
the leaſt puniſhmenc,ſo as if the law ſhould not haue 
reftraincd by execution, Ilſece not how the vtrer ſub- 
uerſion and ruine of the Colony ſhould haue bin pre- 
uented, wicnefle Webbes and Priſes dcfigne the firſt 
yeere, fince that Abbors and others more daunge- 
rous then the former, and euenthis ſummer, Coles 
and Kitchins Plot, with three more, bending their 
courſe towards the Southward, toa Spaniſh Plantati- 
ex,reported tobe there,who had rrauelled (ir being 
now atime ofpeacc) ſome fiue daies iorney to Ocana- 
heex,there cut off by certaine Indians, hired by ys to 


hunt them home to receiue their deſerts. So as Sir- 


Thomas Dale hath not bin tyranous,nor feuercar al!; 
Indeede the offences haue bin capitail,and the offen- 
ders dangerous, incurable members, for no vſe ſo 
fir as to make examples to others, bur the manner of 
heir death may ſome obieA, hath bincruell, vnuſu- 
all and barbarous, which indeede they haue not bin, 
witneſſe France,and other CAnrries for leſſe offen- 
ccs : whatifthey haue bin more ſeuere then vſuall in 
England, there was iuſt cauſe for it, we were rather to 
haue regard tro thoſe whom we would haue terrified, 
and made fearectull ro commir the like offences, then 
co the offenders juſtly c ondemned, It being true that 
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amongſt thoſe people (who for themoſt part are fen- 
cible oncly of the bodies-rorment) the fearc of a cru- 
ell, painctull and vnuſuali,death,more reſtrains chem 
then death it ſelfe, | 
Thus much obuioufly,I'proceedein his indeuours 
vntill Sir Thomas Gates his happie arriuall, which was: 
onely in preparing timber, pales, poſts and railes for 
the preſcnt impaling this new Towne to ſecure him- 
ſelfe and men trom the mallice and trechery oſtheln- 
dians, in the mid(t and hart of whom, he was reſolued 
to ſet downe, but before he could make himſelfe rea- 
dy for that buſineſle, Sir Thomas Gates though-his 
paſſage more long then vſual}, to ſecond himherein, 
happily arriued about the ſecond of Auguſt, with fixe 
geod Shippes,men, prouifions and cattle, whom as 
yer not fully diſceuered,we ſuppoſed co bea Spaniſh | 

fleetc,thus induced the rather tabelecue, becauſe in 
company with him werethree Carwuals, veſlels which 
neuer before had bin ſentthither, and now onely for - 
the tranſportationof the.Cattle, .It did mee- much - 
#00d,and gaue great courage to thewhole company * 
ro ſce the reſolution of Sir Thomas Dale,now wholy 
bufied (our land fortifications to weake to withſtand 
a forraigne Enemy) inlading our prouifions aboard 
the two good Shippes,the Srarre and Proſperous,and | 
our ewn Deligerance,thenriging before [ames town, 
aboarde which Shippes, he had reſolued to encoun- 
rer the ſuppoſed Encmy, animating his people, not 
onely with thc hope of viftory if they readily obeied 
his dire&ion, bur alſo aſſuring them that if by theſe" 
meanes God had ordained to- ſet a period to their 
lives, they could neuer be ſacrificed in a more accep- 
table ſeruice, himſclife promiſing, rather to fire the 
Spaniſh Shippes with his owne, then cicher baſely to- 
yeclde,or to betaken- and in nothing heſcemed ſo 
much diſcontent as that we could not poſſibly Iadea- 
; = NEED boarde 
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boarde all our prouiſions before (the winde being 
chenvery faire) they might haue bin with vs, whiteft 
chereforethereſt were labouring their vtmoſttolade - 
aboarde our prouiſions, hee cauſed a ſmall ſhallop 
to be manned with-thirtyreadic and good ſhot to dil- - 
couer directly what Shippes they might be,and with- 
all ſpecde to returne him certaine word, which wiche : 
in three houres they did,afluring him that is was an 
Engliſh fcete, Sir Thomas Gates Generall thereof: 
which newes how welcome it was vnto him, princi- - 
pally becauſe now he doubted nor the happie pro- 
grcſſion of the affaires in hand, let any man (equally 
with himaffe&ed to the good and welfare ofche ati» 
on) iudge and determine.- i 
The worthies being met, after ſalutation and wel. 
coine giuen,agd receined, Sir Thomas Dale acquain- 
ted Sir Thongfls Gates both with ſuch buſineſles as he 
had atte&}@@ince his arriuall,and alſo of his reſoluti- 
on to bu a new Towne,attheFales,which defigne 
and purpoſe of his, Sir Thomas Gates then principall 
Gouernourin /:irginia,wellapproung,furnifhed him - 
with three hundred and fiftie men, ſuch- ashimſelfe - 
made«choiſe of;and the beginning of Seprember 161 1 
he ſet from [ames town, and in a day& a halfe,landcd 
at a place where he purpoſed to ſeare & builde, where 
he had-not bin ten daies before he 'had very ſtrongly 
impaled ſeuen Engliſh Acres of ground for #rowne, 
which in honour of the noble Prince Fenris (of cucr: 
happie and bleſſed memory, whoſe royall heart was 
cuer ſtrongly aftected to thataRion) he called by the 
name of Heyrioo, Noſooner was he thus fenced, and: 
ina manner ſecured from-the Indians, but his nexr 
worke (without reſpeato his owne health or parti-- 
cular welfare) was building at each corner of the 
towne, very ſtrong and high commanders or watch- 
towers, fairc and handſome Church, and ns 
|; E 3 '; 
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. ſes, which finiſhed he begaa corhinke ypen conueni- 
ent houſes,and lodgings tor himſelte and men, which 
with as much ſpecede as was poſſible, were more ' 
trongly and more hand{ame then any formerly in 
Uirgma, contriucd and finiſhed, andeuen in foure 
moneths ſpace, he had made Henrico much bccter and 
of moreworth then all the worke cuer fince the Co. 


this town 3 fircers of wall framed howſcs, a hanſom 
burch, andthe foundation of a more ſtately one 
- Jaid,of Brick, inlength,an hundred foote, andfifty 
foot wide, beſide Store houſes, watch houſes, and 
{uch like : there are alſo, as ornaments belonging to 
this Town, ypon the verge of this River, fiue faire 
Block houſes,or commaunders, wherein liue the ho- 
Heſter ſort of people, as in Farmes in England, and 
there keepe continuall centinell for the rownes ſecu- 
rity, and about twomiles'from the towne into the 
Main,a Paleof two milesin length,cut ouer from ri- 
uer to riuer,garded likewiſe with ſeuerall Comman- 
ders, with a great quantity of corne ground impa- 
led, ſufficient ifrhere were no more inthe Colony ſe- 
cured,to maintain with but eafiy manuring, and buf 
bandry,more men, then I ſuppoſe, will be addretſed 
thither,(the moreis the pitty) theſe 4 yeeres, 
For the further enlargementyerof this Town, on 
the other (ide oftheRiuer, by impaling likewiſe : for 
we make no other tencezis fecured to our yſc,eſpeci- 
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ally for eur hogges to feede in, 'abour twelue Engliſh 
miles of ground, by name, Hope in faith, Coxen- 
Dale, ſecured by fiueForts, called, Charity Fort, 
Mount malado,a retreat,or gueſt houſe for ſick people, 
a high ſeat,and wholſome aire, El/zabeth Fo:r, and 
Fort patience: and heere bath MF. Fhitacres choſen 
his Parſonage, or Church land, ſom hundred Acres 
impaled, and a faire framed parſonage houſe built 
therApon, called Rocke Hall ofthis Towne, and all 
the Forts thereunto belonging, hath Caprtaine [ames 
Dan, the principall Commaunde, and Gouern- 
mcnr, | 
Iproceed go our next an] moſt hopefull habitati- 
on, wheiher we reſpett commodity, or ſecurity, 
( hich we principally aime at) againſt forraigne de- 
1gncs,and inuaſions, I meane the Bermuda Citty, be. 
gun abour Chriſtmas laft, which becauſe itis the neces» 
relt adioyningto Henrice, though the laſt vnderta. 
ken, Thould icpcrtinent to handle inthe next place, 
Thais Towne, orplantation is ſeartedb y land, ſome 5 
miles from Henrico, by water fourtecne, being the 
ycer beforethe habitation of the eAppamatucks, to

habitation and ſeat it might be for vs, tooke reſolu- 
tion to poſſeſſe and plant it, and atchat very inſtant, 
auc it thename of the new Bermudas, whereunts 
# hath laid out,and arinexed to be belonging co the 
freedome, and corporation forcuer, many miles of 
Ciampinn,and woodland,in ſcuerall Hundreds, as 
the vpp: randnether Huniireds, Roctdale hundred, 


We/tsSherly hundred, and D-gges his hundred In the 
nether 
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nether hundred hefirft began to plant, and inhabite 


for that there lyerh the moſt conucnicne quantity of 


Corne ground,and with a Pale cut ouer from, River 
toRiuer, abouttwo miles long, wee haye ſecurd 
tome eight miles circuit of ground, the maſt part 
champion, and exceeding gvod Corne ground, .vp- 
pon which palc,and round about, ypon the verge of 


the River in this Hundred, halfe a mile diſtant from 


each other,are vey faire houſes, already builded,bes 


fides divers other particular mens houſes, not ſo few 


as fifty, according to the conditions of the pattent 
graunted them, which who ſo plcaſeth to peruſe, 
ſhall in the end of my diſcourſe finde it inſerted. In 
this Plancation next to Sir Thomas Daleis princip dl, 
in, the Commaund, Captaine Georg Yardley, Sir 
Thomas Gates his lieftenaunt, who ſe endeauours 
haue cuer deſcrued worthy cemmendations in that 
imployment. Rochdale Hundred by a crofle pale, 
well nigh foure miles long, is alſo already impaled, 
with bordering houſes all along the pale, in which 
Hundred opr hogges, and other cattcll haue twenty 
miles circuit to graze in ſecurely, The vndertaking 
of the chiefe Cirty deferred. till their Harueſtbe in, 
which oncereaped,all hands fhall be imployed ther- 
on, which Sir Thomas Dale purpoſeth, and he may 
with ſome labour effect his defignes, to make an im» 
pregnable retreat,againſtany forraign inuafion, how 
owWrefull ſo euers 
Abourfifty miles from this ſcat, on theother fide 
of the Riuers,is [ames towne ſituate, vpon a goodly 
and fertile Iſland : which although formerly ſcando- 
led with vnhealthfull aire, we haue ſince approued 
as healchfull as any other place in the country : and 
this I can ſay by mine own experience,that that corn 
and gardaine ground (which with much labour bee- 
ing when wefirft ſeated ypon it,athick wood) wee 
haue 
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khaue cleered,and impaled, is as fertile asany other 
we haue had experience and trialloff, The Towne 
it ſelfe by the care and prouidence of Sir Thowos 
Gates, who for the moſt part had his chiefeſt refi« 
dence there,is reduced into a hanſome forme, and 
hathin it two faire rowes of howſes, all of framed 
Timber, two ſtorics, and an vpper Garret, or Cerne 
lof: high,beſides three large,” and ſubſtantiall Stores 
howſes, ioyned togeather in length ſome hundred 
and twenty feot,and in breadth forty, and this town 
hath been lately newly,and flrongly impaled, and a 
faire [platforme for Ornance in the welt Bulworke 
raiſed: there are alſo without" this: towne in the Iſ- 
land, ſome very pleaſaur, and beutifull howſes, two 
Blockhouſcs, to obſerue and watch leaſt the Indi- 
ans at any time ſhould ſwim ouer the back river,and 
come into the Iſland, and certain other farme how- 
ſes. The commaundand-gouernment ofthis town, 
hath maſter /obr Scarpe, Liftenant to Captain Fren- 
eis Weſt, Brother to thejright Honourable, the Lord 
Lawarre. 

From James towne downemards, ſome forty and 
odde miles at the month of the river, neer Poine Cons- 
fort,vpon Kecoughtan,are two pleaſant and commo. 
dious Forts, Henrie and Charles, -goodly ſcats,and 
much corne ground about them, abounding with 
the commodities of fiſh, fowle, Deere, and fruits, 
wherebythe men liue there, with balfe that mainte- 
naunceout ofthe Store, which in other places is al- 
lowed : certainly this habitation would bee no whit 
inferiour ro the beft we haue there, ſaue,as yer, with 
the poore mcanes we haue; we cannot ſecureit, ifa 
forraigne enemy, as we have iuſt canſto expe daily 
ſhould axtemptit, Andoftheſe Forts, Captain Georg 
Web was latciy cRabliſhd the priegen —_ 
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It hath been our greateſt care, and labour hither. 
ro, and yct but thele three yeers, the former foure 
meerely miſpent,to compaſle theſe buſineſſes, which 
being thus ſerled,and broughtto fuch perteRion,as 
I hame deſcribed, now doth the time approch, that 
commodity may be expected, and if meanes bee ſent 
ouer,will afluredly be returned, What honeſt ſpirit, 
hauing hitherto labourcd herein, would at the ypſhot 
(251 may ſo termir)be diſcouraged or deſiſt? I hope 
none,rather more will be animated, (if need require) 
ro puttootheir helping hands and purſes, 

And eucn thus I haue ſhaddowed I hope, without 
the guilt of tedious, or prolix diſcourſes (as Ihaue 
been able )thetrne condition (though many circum» 
fances omitted)of Virginia,what may the ſubRance 
be, when the cxtcrnall ſhew is fo forward,ſo glori- 
OUs. . 


I haue purpoſely omitt:d therelation ofthe Con- 
try commontties, which cucry former treatiſe hath 
aDondady hop ofthe better mines, the more 
baſe, as IrongAllom,and ſuch like, PerfeCtly difcoue- 
red,and madetriall off, and ſurely of theſe things I 
cannot makeſoample relation,as others, who in the 
diſcoucry of thoſe affaires, haue bin, then my ſelfe 
more often conuerſant, onely of the hopefull, and 
marchantable commodities of tobacco, filke graſlc, 
and filke wormes : 1 dare thus much affirme, and firſt 
of Tobacco, whoſe goodneſſe mine own experience 
and triall induces me to beſuch,that no country vn- 
der theSunne, may, ordoth affoord more pleaſant, 
iweet,and firong Tobacco, then Thane taſtcd there, 
cuen of mine owne planting, which, howſocuer be- 
ing then the firſt ycer of our triall thereof, wee had 
notthe knewledge to cure,and make vpjyet are ther 
ſome now reſidentthere,out ofthelaſt ycers well ob- 
{eruedexperience, which both know, and I doubt 
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not,Wili make,and returne ſuch Tobacco this yeerc, 
that eucn England ſhall acknowledgethe goodnefle 
thereof, | 

Now Iproceed to the ſilke grafſe which groweth 
like vnto our flax, I meane not, of that kinde foi mer- 
ly ſent ouer, | tiauc ſeen, euen of the naturall, and 
wilde plants, which Captaine AZartin, who much 
delightethin thoſe bufinefles, hath made, exceeding 
fine, and exceeding ſtrong (ilke, and himſelfe hath re- 
planted many of the wilde plants this yeere,the filke 
whereof he purpoſeth to returne for triall. 

The filke wormes ſent thither from England, in 
ſeeds the laſt winter, came foorth many of them the 
beginning of Marcb,others in April, Aaye,and lane, 
thouſands of them grown to great bigneſle, and a 
ſpinning, and the reſt well thriuing of their increaſe, 
and commodity well knowne tobe reaped by them, 
we haucall molt aſſurance (fince ſure Lam)no Coun- 
ery affoordeth moreſtore of ulbery trees, or a kind 
with whoſcleafe they more delight, orthriue bet- 
ters 

It may be heere happily expected, that Iſhould- 
giueyp the relation of Captaine Argal/ls particular 
voyages and indeauours, and euen as ita Plat, de- 
monſftrate his Norward diſcoucries, from which bu- 
| fineſſe I defire to be excuſed, partly, becauſe himſelfe 
| is beſtableto make his owne relations, and.partly, 
becauſe my home imployments would not permit 
me leiſure toaccompany him, though my ſelfe defi- 
reus, in any of his yoyages, whoſe indeauours, if I 
ſhould indeauour to make knowne, and publiſh, 
could receiue no honour at ail by my commendati- 
ons, or deſcriptions : much might they be impaired, 
through my ignorance,or vnskillfullnes to ferthem 
foorth : yetcannot Iomit to publiſh to the world, 

what preſent reliefe he hath don to the Colony,fur- 
F 2 niſhing 
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 niſhing vs by two tradingvoyages, with three and 


twenty hundred buſhels of Corne, into our ftore de- 
livered : beſide, what he reſerued for his mens pro- 
vifion,. what he beſtowed vpon well deſerucrs, and 
what his men appropriated, 

I paſſe by the benefit ofpeace juthoſe parts, by 
reaſon of nis Captiue Pochahuntas, concluded efta- 
bliſhcd, and will onely name the commoditie by his 
meanes done ynto vs,in repairing of our weatherbe- 
ten boats,and furniſhing vs with new, both ſtrong, 
and vſcfull,wvithout whoſe affiftance heerin, vnleſie 
wee ſhould haue omitted other neceſſary imploy- 
ments, I ſee not how we ſhould hauec had paſſage one 
to another. 

His Norward diſcoueries towards Sacadehoc,and 
beyond to Portrojall,Santta'Crax, and thereabour 
may not be concealed: In which his aduentures, if 
he had brought homeno commodity tothe Colony, 
(which yet he did very much, both of apparrel!, vic- 
rualls,and many other neceſfaries)the honour which 
he hath done vnto our Nation, by diſplanting the 
French, there beginning to ſcate & Sor 2 within our 
limits,ans taking oftheirShip and Pinnas, which he 
broughtto James Towne, would have been reward 
enough for his paines,. and will cucr ſpeake loud his 
honour,and approucd valour, . 

I hauc heard it credibly reported, even fromthe 
mouth of Captaine Argal,, thatin one ſmall Shippe, 
andin one yoyage, the French haue clecred eight 
thouſand pounds by trade with the Indians, for furs,: 
Which benefit wil be ascafily by vs procured. 

Itis true the Sa/nadges there inhabiting (before 
Captaine Arga/ls arrivall) eſteemed; the French as 
Demy-Gods,and had them in great eſtimation : bur 
ſeeing them vanquiſhed and ouercom by ys,forſook 
them, . yea, w hich is no meanc point of pollicy,deſi- 
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red our friendſhip, telliag Captaine Arga//, that hee 
had vndene them for euer, for chat the French by 
yeerely crade with them4or Furres; furniſhedthem 
with m12ny neceſſaries, whereof they had grear want, 
which trade by this meanes-mighc happily be hinde- 
red.' Bur Captaine Arga/lhath agreed with them to 
reſcrue their Furres tor him, and promiſed thiem, 
oncea ycereto comethicher, and trick withthem: 
they ſeemed very well content, alluring him, that | 
though the French ſhould art any cms arriuerhere, 
aad profferthem trade, they would reſerucall their 
Furs for him,and what profit by this meanes onely, 
may bereturned tothe Virginia aduenturers, Iſub- 
mit to Captaine 4rga/ls owne oppimton and iudges 
ment.” bo 
I purrpoſely omirted onething in the Treatiſe of 
our concluded peace,wherewith I intend to conclud 
my diſcourſc,which already Thaue drawne toalon- 
ger period then I purpoſed, whereby wee hauc ga- 
thered the berter aſlurance,of their honeſt inward ins 
tentions,and this it is; 

It pleaſed Sir Thomas Dale ( my (elfe being much 
delirous before my returne for E-gland,to vilit Powe 
hatan,% his Courr,becauſc I would beable to ſpeak 
ſomwhat thereof by mine own knowledge) to im- 
play my ſelfe, and aa engliſh boy fr my lrterpre- 
ter on Thomas Saluage (who had liucd three yeers 
with Powhatan,and ipcakes the language naturally, 
one whom Powhatan much affcteth ) vpon a mef- 
ſage vnto him, ' which was to deale with him,-if by 
any meanes I might procure a daughter of his, who 
( Pechahuntas being atready in our poſicihon)is ge- 
nerally reported to be his delight, anddarling, and 
ſurely he eſtcemerh her as his owne ſoule) fer ſurer: 
pledge of peace, 


I deparced the fifteenth of May carlyin themor-- 
ning . 
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ning, with the Engliſh Boy, and two Indian guides, 
from the Bermudas, and came to his court or 
rehidence (asI judge ſome three ſcore miles diſtant 
from vs, being ſeated at the head almoſt of Pamany- 
kie Riner, at a towne called CAarch(ot) the next 
night after, about twelue of the clocke, the former 
night lodging in the open woods, feareles and with- 
out daunger : when we were come oppoſite to bis 
Towne, the maine riuer berweene himand vs,leaft ac 
anytime we ſhould martch by land vnto him vndit- 
couered:my Indian guides called fur a Canoa(a boate 
madeonely of one tree, after the faſhion of a hollow 
trough) to tranſport vs,giuing them ro know that 
there was two Engliſh ſent vypon bulinefſe ro Powha- 
tan from the Engliſh Feroance,which once knowne, 
a Canoa was preſently ſent,and we ferried ouer, Pow - 
hatan himſelfe attending at the landing place ro 
welcome vs, His firſt ſalutation was to the Boy, 
whom he very wel remembred, after this manner:my 
childe you are welcome, you haue bin a ſtraunger to 
me theſe foure yecres, at what timel gaue you leaue 
to goeto Paſpahae (tor fo was Iames towne called 
before ourſeating there )to {ee your friends, andrill 
now you never returned:you(ſaid he)are my child, by 
the donatiue of Captaine Newport, in liew of one of 
my ſubiefts Namentacke, who I purpoſely ſent to 
King Iames his Jand,to {ce him and his country, and 
to returne me the true report thereof, he as yer is not 
returned,though many thips haue arrived here from 
thence, fince that time, how ye haue delt with him I 
knownot? hauing thus ended his ſpeech to him, he 
addreſſed himſelf co me,and his firſt ſalutation, with. 
out any words at all, was about my necke, and with 
his. hand he feeled round abourit, ſo as Imight haue 
imagined he would haue cut my throate, but that I 
knew he durſt not, heasked me where the chains of 

pearle 
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pearle was, I demaunded what chaine : that, ſaid he, 
which I fent my Brother Sir Thomas Dale tor a pre. 
ſent, at hisfirſt arrivall * which chaine,fiace the peace 
concluded, he ſent me word, if he lent any Engliſh- 
man vpon occaſion of buſines to me, he ſhould weare 
about his necke, otherwiſe I had order from him to 
binde him and{end him home againe, Ir is true Sir 
Thomas Dale lyad ſent him ſuch word (which till then 
my ſelfe neuer heard of) and for this purpoſe had giu- 
en his Page order to deliuer me the {aid chaine, who 
forgot it: I was doubtfull at the firſt howto. anſwere 
him,yetpreſentiyT replied that 1I was not ignorant of 
that meſſage from his brother, formerly ſent vnto 
him, whereby he onely cutended that jt vpon cxtra- 
ordinary and ſudden occafion, he ſhould be conftrai- 
ned toſendan Engliſh man vnto him withour an In= 
dian guide, then 1n teſtimoniethat he ſent him hee 
Mould weare the chaine about his necke : but in caſe 
any of his owne people ſhovld conduct any Engliſh 
vnto him,as did me, two of his owne men, oae of 
them a Counce!ler vnto him, who was acquainted 
with my bufincſle,itheirteftimony ſhould be ſuffici= 
ent,andthe chainethen needeleſle ro be worne, which 
an(were pleaſed him well,and fourthwith he broughr 
vs to his houſe, not full a ſtones caſt from the water- 
lide, whereinto being come, himſelfe ſat downe on 
his beditcade fide, bed there was none morethen a 
ſingle mart,on each hand of him was placed a comely 
and perſonable young woman,not twenty yeeres old 
the elde, which-they call his Queenes, the houſe 
with in round about bec ſer wirh them, the outfide 
guarded with an hundred bowmen, with their qui- 


uers of arrowes at their backes, which at all times, & 


laces attend his perſon, 
Thefirſt thing hee offered vs was a pipe of 


Tobacco,which they call P5{/imore, whereot _— - 
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ft dranke,andthen gaue it me,andwhenT had drank 
what | pleaſed, Ireturned his pipe, which with his 
owne hands he youchſafed to rake from me-then be- 
gan he to inquire how his Brother Sir Thomas Dale 
tared, after that of his daughters welfare,her mariage, 
hi: vnknowne ſonne, and how they liked, liued and 
loued together : I teſolued himthat his brother was | 
very well,and his daughter ſo well content that ſhe 
would not change her life to returne and liue with 
him, whereat he laughed heartily,and ſaid he was yery 
glad of it, Now. proccede (ſaidhe)to deliner the 
cauſe of your vnexpeRed comming; I certificd him 


my meſſage was priuate, tobe deliuered to himſelfe, 


without the preſence of any,ſfaue one of his Councel. 
lere, by name Pepaſchicher, one of my guides, 
who was acquainted with my buſinefle, he inftantly 
commaudedall, both men and women out of the 
houſe, his rwo Queenes onely excepted, who ypon no 
occaſion CO ſcqueſter themſelues. Now 
(ſaid he) ſpeake on, and my ſelfe by my interpreter 
thus begun, Sir Thomas Dale your Brothergthe prin- 
cipal commander of the Engliſh men,ſends you gree- 
ting ofloue and peace, on his part inuiolable, and 
hath in teſtimonie thereof (by me ſent you a worthie 
preſent, vid. rwo largepecces of copper, flue firings 
of white and blew beades, five wodden combes, ten 
fiſh-hookes, and a paire ofkniues, all which I deliue- 
red him, one thing after another, that he might haue 
time to view cach particular: He willed mealſo to 
certifie you, that when you pleaſed toſend men, he 
would giue you a great grinding ſtone : my meſſzge 
and gift hitherto pleaſed him, I proceeded thus. The 
bruite of the exqueſite perfetion of your yongelt 
daughter,being famous through all yourterritories, 
hath come to the hearing of your Brother Sir Tho- 
#44 Dale, who for this purpaſchath addrefſed me = 
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ther, to intreate you by that brotherly friendſhip + 
you make profeſſion of, ro permirher (with me) ro 
returne vnt9 him, partly for the defire which himleife 
hath, and partly for the deſire her hſter bath to ſee her L 
of whom,it tame hath nor bin prodigall}, as like en- 
ough it hath not, your brother (by your fauour) 
woul4 gladly make hisneercſt companion, wife and 
bedtellow (maoy times he would haue interrupted 
my ſpeech, which I intreated him to heare out, and 
then ifhe pleaſed to returne me anſwere)and the rea«= 
ſon hcreof1s, becauſe being now friendly and firmely 
vnitcd together, and made one people (as he ſuppo- 
ſeth and beleeues)in the band of loue, he would make 
a naturall vnion betweene vs, principally becauſe 
himſelfe hath taken reſolution to dwel in your coun- 
try ſo long as he liveth, and would therefore not on.<. 
ly haue the firmeſt allurance hee may, of perpetuall 
friendſhip from you, bur alſo hereby binde himſelfe 
thereunto, = 

When I had thns made an end of ſpeaking; the ſoo- 
ner by his often interruption, I had no necdeto re- 
quire his anſwere; which readily, and with no lefſe 
grauity hereturnedchus, 

I gladly accept your Kings ſalute of loue & peace, 
which v hile Iliue I ſhall exaRtly, both my ſelfe and 
ſubieQs maintaine and conſerue: his pledges thereof 
I recciue with noleſſe thankes, albeit they are net ſo 
ample; howbeit himſclfe a greater Weroance, as 
formerly Captaine Newport, whom l[ very wellloue, 
was accuſtomed to gratefie me with, Bur to thepur- 
poſe,my daughter whom my brother defirerh,I ſoald 
within theſc few daics to be wife to a great Feroance 
for two buſhels of Roanoake(a fmall kinde ofbeades) 
made of oyſterſhels, which they vſcandpaſſe one to 
another,as we doc money (a cubites length valuing 
lixe pence)and it is true ſhe is already gone with him, 
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three daies iorney from me. I repliedthatT knew his 
greatnelſe and power to be ſuch, that if he pleaſed 
hcereinto gratifie , his Brother hee might, re- 
ſtoring the Roanoake without the imputation of In- 
iultice, take hoame his daughter againe, the rather 
becauſe ſhe was not full ewelue yeeres old, and there- 
fore not marriageable : aſluring him beſide the band 
of peace, ſo much the firmer he ſhould haue treble 
the priſe of his daughter, in beades, Copper, Hatch- 
ets and many other things more vſefull for him? his 
anſwere hereunto was, that he loued his daughter as 
deere as his owne life, and though he had many Chil- 
dren, he delighted in none ſo much as in her, whom 
ifhe ſhould nor often beholde, he could nor poffibly 
live, which-ſhe living with vs he kaew he could nor, 
hauing with himſelfe reſolued ypon no cermes what- 
ſoeuer to put himſelfe into our hands, or come a- 
mongſt vs,and therefore intreated me to vrge that 
ſuite no further, butreturne his brother this anſwer. 

I defire no firmer aſſurance bf his friendſhip, chen 
his promiſe which he hath already made vnto mee; 
from me,hehath a pledge, one of mydaughters,which 
{o long as ſhe lives ſhall be ſufficient, when ſhe dieth 
he ſhall haue another childe of mine, but ſhe yer liu- 
eth : I holdeit not a brothetly part of your King, to 
defireto bereaue me of cwo of my chiliren at once; 
further giue him to vnderſtand, that if he had no 
pledgeatallheſhouldnotneede to diſtruſt any iniu- 
riefrom me, ot any vnder my ſubieRion, there haue 
bin too many of his men and my killed, and by my 
occaſion there ſhall neuer bee more, I which haue 
power to performeit, haue ſaid 1t: no not'though 1 
ſhould hauc juſt occaſion effered, for | am now olde, 
and would gladly end my daies in peace, ſoas if the 
Engliſh offer me iniury,my country is lacge enough, 
I will remoue my ſelfe farther from you, Thus muck 
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I hope will ſatisfie my brother, Now: becauſe your 
ſelues are wearie, and Iſleepie, we will thus end the 
diſcourſe of this buſineſſe, Then called he onc of his 
men,and wijled himto get ſome bread for vs, him. 
ſelfe the meane while telling vs thar they nor expe- 
ing our comming,as vſually they doecace vp al | their 
other victnals, preſently the bread was brought in 
two great wodden bouls,the quantity ofa buſhel ſod 
breade made vp rountl, of the bignefle ofa teniſe b:11, 
where »f we cate ſome few, and diſpoſed the reſt to 
many of his hungrie guarde which a!tended about 
vs:when we had caten he cauſed to be fetchcd a great 
glaſſe of ſacke, ſome three quarts or better, which 
Capiain Newport bad giuen him fixe or ſeauen yeeres 


ſince, carcfully preſerued'by him, not much abouea _ - 


pint inall this time ſpent; and gaue cach of ysin a 
great oiſter ſhell ſome three ſpoonefuls; and ſo giu- 
ing order to one of his people to appoint vs a houſe 
to lodge in, tooke his leaue for that night,and we de- 
arted, We had not bin halfe an houre inthe houſe 
before the fleas began ſo to torment vs that wee 
couldnot reſt there, bur went forth, and vnder a 
broade oake,ypon a mat repoſed our ſeluesthat night 
no ſooner were we awaktand vpinthe morning,but 
Powhatan himſelfe cametovs, andaskedys how we 
fared,and immediatly led vs to his houſe, where was 
prouided for our breakefaſt a great bole of [ndiax 
peaſe and beanes boyled together,and as much bread 
as might haue ſufficed a doſen hungry men, about an 
houer after boyled freſh fiſh, and not long after 
that roaſted Oyſters, Creuiſes and Crabbes : his wen 
this time being abroade a hunting ſome veniſon, 
others Turkeis and ſuchlike beaſts and foule as their 
woods afforde ,* who returned before ten of the 
clocke with three does and a bucke, very good and 
fat veniſon, and two great cocke Turkeis, all which 
G 3 were 
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were drefſcd that day,and ſupper ended,fcarce a bo ne 
to be ſcene. 

- Whiles I yet remained there, by great chaunce 
came an Engliſh man thither,almoſt three yeeres be - 
fore that time ſurpriſed, as he was at worke necr e 
Fort Henrie,one William Parker growen fo like both 
in complexion and habiteto the /ndians, that I onely 
knew him by his tongue to be an Evglifhman, he 
ſcemed very ioyfull ſo happily to mecte me there.Of 
him when we oftcn inquired, the Zzdians cuer rolde 
vs that hefell ficke and died, which till now we be- 

leeued; he intreated me to vie my beſt indeuours to 
procure his returne, which rhing I was purpaſed ſo 
ſoone as I knew him,and immediately went with him 
to Powhatan, and tolde him that we credibly belce- 
ucdthathe was dead, but ſince it was otherwiſe I 
necdes hauc him home, for my ſeclfc of neceſſi- 

tie muſt acquaint his brother that I had ſeene him 
there : who if herecurned not, would make another 
voyage thither purpoſely for him: Powhatan ſecmed 
very much diſcontent, andthus replicd, .You haue 
one of my daug hters with you, and Iam therewith 
well content, but you can no ſooner ſce or know of 
any Engliſh mans being with me, but you muſt haue 
him away, orclſe breoke peace and friendſhip : If 
| you muſtneedes haue him, he ſhal, goc with you, bur I 
will ſend no guides along with you,ſo as if any ill be- 
fall you by the way,thanke your ſelues, I anſwered, 
that rather then I would goe without him, I would 
goc alone, the way I knew well enough, and other 
daungers I feared nor, finice if I :eturned not ſafely,he 
muſt expect our reuenge vpon him and his people, 
iving him further-to know, that his brother our 
be might hauec iuſt oecafion to diſtruſt his loue to 
him, by his light reſpe& of me, if he returned mee 
home without guides, He replied not hereunto, bur 
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in paſſion and diſcontentment from me, not till ſup. 
pe:time ſpeaking any more vnto me: when ſending 
for me, he gaue me ſhare of ſuch cates as were far ' 
himſelfeprouided, and as good alpe&t and counte» 
nanceas before ; but nota word concerning my re- 
rurne, till himſelfe ar midnight comming to me,and 
the boy where welay awaked vs, and tolde me that 
Pepaſchechar and another ofhis men,in the morning 
ſhould accompany vs home, earneſily requefting 
me to remember his brother ro ſend him theſe parti- 
culars, Ten peeces of Copper, a thauing knite, an 
iron frow to cleaue bordes,a grinding ſtone, not to 
bigge but four or five men may carryit, which would 
be bigge enough for his vie, twe bone combes, ſuch 
as Captaine Newport had giuen him; the wodden 
ones his own men can make:an hundred fiſh-hookes 
or if he could ſpare it, rather afiſhing ſaine,and a cat, 
and a dogge,with which things if bis brother would 
furniſh him, he would require his lJoue with the re. 
turne of skinnes: wherewith he was now altogether 
vnfurniſhed (as he tolde me) which yet I knew kee 
_ was well Rored with, but his diſpoſition miſtruſt- 
full andielous, louesto be on the ſurer hand. 

Whe he had deliuered thisthis meſſage,he asked me 
if I will remembred euery paticular, which I muſt re= 
peat to hin for higaſlurance,& yet fill doubtful that 
I might forget any of them, he bade me write them 
' downe in ſuch a Table book as he ſhewed me, which 
was a very fair one, I defired him, it' being ofno vſe 
to him, rogiueit mce: butherolde me, it did him 
much good toſhew it to ſtrangers which came ynto 
him :ſo in mine owne Table booke, Iwrot downe 
each particular,and he departed, 

 Inthemorning, himſelfe and wee weretimely 
ſtirring to be gone: co breakefaſt firſt we went, with 
a good beyled Turkic, which ended, he gaue vs a 
% G 3 whole 
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whole Turkic, beſides that we left,and three bas kets 
of bread to carty vs home, and when we were ready 
*rodeparr, hee gaue cach of vs an -excellent Bucks 
skin,very weildrefſed, and white as mow, aud ſcne 
his ſonne and daughter each of them one, demaun- 
ding if I well remembred his anſwer to his brother, 
which Ircpeated tohim:1 hope (laid he) this will 
giuchim good ſatisfaction, ific doe nor? I will goc 
three daies iourny farther fromhum, and neuer ſee 
Engliſh man more : it vypon any other occaſion hee 
ſend to me again, I will gladly entertain his miſſiues, 
and to my powre accomplith his iuſt requeſts: and 
cuen thus himſelfe conduRting vs to the water fide, 
he rooke leauc of vs,and we of him: and about ten 
of the c'ock the next night after, we were come to 
the Bermmdas. This diſcourſe I haue briefely as I 
could, and as the matter would permit, the

offred vnto vs,though diuerstimesiby the way,many 
ftragliug Indians met vs, which in former times, 
would gladly haue taken ſo faire occaſion to worke 
their miſchiefe and bloodykdefignes vpon vs. By all 
which, as likewiſe by our forward progreſſion in our 
affaires, [hope ſuch good ſuccefſe and benefit to bee 
© ſpeedily reaped, that iny ſelfe, thoughT blefſe GOD 
for it, who hath ſo prouided for me, that I may liue 
more hsppily heere, then many who are fearcfullro 
aduenture thither) could eucn willingly make a 
third voyage hither if by my poore endeauours the 
buſinefle might recciue the leaſt furtherance, God, 
(1 hope) will raiſe vp meanes beyond mans imagina- 
tion, - 
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tion, to perfethis owneglory and honour, in the 
conuerſion of thoſe people, of whom vndoubredly, 
(asinall other parts in the world, he hath predeſtina= 
ted ſometoeternall ſaluation, and bleſſed ſhall thoſe 
bethat are the inſtruments thereof) 1 hope this poor 
Narration will moue every honeſt heart, ro put his 
helping hand thereunto, For my part, as Ihaue been 
fue yeers a perſonall workeman in that building, ſo 
ſhall Icuer,as my meanes may permit me, bercady 
to offer my mite towards the furniſhing of others, 
and againe (if need require) perſonall labortherein.:

ared our trade for corne : But they delayed ws, fo as 
we went 4 (hore they ſhot at vs, we were not behinde 
hand with them, killed ſome, hurt others marched in- 
tothe land burnt their honſestocke their corne,and 
quartered all wi; ht aſhores: WP 
7 henext day we went ſurther-op the rier,, they 
dogged t;s and called th know whither we went; wee 
anſweredtoburreall,tfthey would nat doe as wene- 
maunaed, and:hod becu acreed wen. They weuld 
they ſaid, brings all the ex! day forwee forbate. all 
hoiwility, went afſore, their men in:c604 numbers 
comming among! vs . but ye were very cautions &> 
flood ioour arms.

a5 afterwards appearca, but that the other Engliſh 
was W454 dean,that proned a lie : for fince, M*.Ha- 
mdbr,whom 1 emplozed to Powhatan brought him to 
26,07 Peeces,ſwords,and tooles within fifteen daes, 
ſhould be ſeut to Iames towne, with ſome corne, and 
that his daughter ſhould be my childe, and ever awell 
vvith mee,deſring to be ener friends, and named 
ſuch of his people, and neighbour Kings, as he deſired 
to be included, and haue the benefit of the peace,pro- 
ſing if any of our men came to him, vuithout leaue 
from me,he would ſend them back : and that if arty 
of his men flole fromros,or killed our cattel fe vwuould 
ſend them to vs to bee puniſhed as vue thourht fit. 
withtheſe conditions we returned, and woithin the 
time limited, part of our Arms woere ſent,and 20. 
wen vvith corne,and promifed more, wobich he hath 
4/0 ſent. Opachankano deſired 7 wuouldcall him 
freend,and that he might call me ſo, ſaying he vuas a 
great Caprainc, and did alwaies fight : that I vvas 
alſo a great Captaine, and therefore he loued mee ; © 
and that my friends ſhould be his friends. $0 the bar- 
gain vvas made,and euery eizht or ten dates, I haue 
meſſages and preſents from him, vuith many appa- 
ranccs that he much defireth to continue friendſhippe. 
Novu mayyou indge Sir, if the God of battailes 
haue not a helpins hand in this , that hauing our 
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ſwords dravon, killing their men, burning their hou- 
ſes,and taking their corne : yet they tendred vs peace, 
and firiue with all allacrity to keep vsin good oppini- 
on of them; by vohich many benefits ariſe vnto vs. 
Fir it, part of our 4rmes,diſgraceſully loſt long agoe, 
(kept by the Sauages os Monuments and Tro- 
phics of our ſhames) redeliuered, ſome repaire to our 
honor.Our catle toincreaſe without danger of deſtroy- 
ing, our men at liberty, to hunt freely for veniſon, to 
f(b,to dor any thing elſe,or goe any vohither without 
danger; to _n_ the husbanding of thetr corne ſe- 
Earely, vwuhereof woe haue aboue fine hunared Acres 
ſet,and God be praiſed, inmore forwaraneſſe then a- 
ny of the Indians, that 1hane ſeene,or heard off this 
yeere, roots,and hearbsvve hane in abundanuez all 
doabt of want is by Gods bleſsmg quite vaxiſhed, and 
much plenty expetted. And wohich ts not the leaf 
materiall, vue may by this peace, come to diſcouer the 
countrey better, both by our own trauells, and by the 
relation of the Sauages,as vue grovu infamiliarity

Powhatans daughter I cauſed to be carefully in- 
ſtructedin Chriitian Religion, voho after ſhee had 
made ſome good progreſſe therein, renounced publick- - 
ly her countrey Idolatry,openly confeſſed her Chriiti- 
anfaith, woas, as ſhe deſired, baptiſed, and ts ſince 
married toan Engliſh Gentleman of good vnderſtan.

Stuce this acciaent the Goucrnours and people of 
Checkahomanics, who are fue bundredbow+-men,' 
and better, a j'out and warlike Nation, have made 
meanes to have vs come vnto them, and comtiuae 4 
peace where all the Gonernowrs would meeteme.They 
haning thru three or foure times irporinues mee, 1 
reſolucd to 20e; {o taking Captain Argall, with fifty 
men in myjrigot, und barge I uvent thither : Cap- 
taine Argailwith forty men landed, I kept abeard 
fg ſome reaſons.
